Angeles county flood control district 
has urged the county board of sup- 
ervisors to take action at once on 
this project, Mr. Wright said. Per- 
mission has been granted by tie 
state railroad commission. It is ex- 
pected that the contract for the 
building of the $25,000,000 structure 
will be awarded on October 14, when 
bids will be opened by the board of 
supervisors. Chief Engineer Eaton is 
anxious that the telephone system be 
well along toward completion before 
the contractors are actually engaged 
in the canyon. The new phone sys- 
tem will cost $16,000, and all tele- 
phonic connections will be made 
thru the Covina switchboard, he said.

The 
sixty-five men who went out and got the memberships did 
the work with enthusiasm. The response was favorable, with 
far less "sales resistance" than was expected. 


The chamber of commerce is manned and financed. There 


are several pressing problems to solve. The board is going 
ahead t.o solve these problems. The city and valley faces a 
prosperous year. Every angle of our daily lives in this valley 
is showing up better, improving. 


This may be the year when Covina city and valley takes 


that start so long held in abeyance, and which will mean 
expanding prosperity for all who have elected to make this 
beautiful spot their^ home. This will be the year if we all 
think so right now, and go out and put it over. 


Success and Advertising— 


A big retailer who has spent the greater part of his adver- 


tising appropriation in good newspaper copy gives the follow- 
ing ten points which have helped him to become a successful 
business man thru advertising: 


1. Advertise regularly. Every issue of the paper takes 


my story to the readers. 


2.. Every ad looks like mine. Years ago I adopted a 


distinct style, and have stuck to it. I use plenty of white 
space; my ads are never hard to read. 


2. I put into newspaper advertising a definite proportion 


of my gross sales. I fix this at the beginning of the year. 
My rule is to make it three per cent of the previous year's 
gross, with more if special conditions justify it. 


4. I brighten my ads with frequent illustrations, either 


humorous or practical. This costs me little, for I subscribe 
to an advertising cut service, and keep the cuts as I buy them 
listed to use again some time. 


5. I am careful never to over-promise. When I make 


claims I back them up with reasons. 
Then when I really 


have an unusual bargain, people believe me when I "whoop 
'er up a little." 


6. I think advertising all the time. I buy goods that will 


advertise well. Sometimes I buy goods just for their adver- 
tising value. 


7. I get good display for my ads by seeing that the copy 


is in the newspaper office in plenty of time. I do this by 
having a definite hour to write copy. 


8. Whenever possible, I carry the nationally advertised 


goods, that are advertised goods, that are advertised in my 
home paper. 
I feature them. Sometimes they give me a 


smaller margin than fly-by-night companies, but I find that 
I sell faster and make more money in the end, besides pleas- 
ing more customers. 


9. I always plan my window and counter display to link 


up with my newspaper advertising. Each helps the other. 


10. My salespeople back up my advertising. They often 


help with suggestions for it, and I see to it that they always 
read it. 


'Something Attempted, Something

Herbert Hoover, in his acceptance speech, said: 
"We in America today are nearer to the final triumph
